There was an exciting set-to about 10 


clock this morning at the foot ot Locust 


street, which began on the Transferjwharf 


boat and ended in the river.

Capt. Harry N. Brolaskiof the steamer Far - 
- goud and Capt. William H. Thorwegan of the 
Grand Republic. 

Capt. Thorwegan is about seventy-five 
pounds heavier than his antagonist, though 
this cut but asmall figure in the result as 
those who witnessed the sensational contest 
between these two anrphibtous sparrers 
claim that the honors were avout even. 

The encounter was purely unpremeditated 
and hence there were no articles drawn up 
stipulating that one half should be fought 
on land and the other in the Migsissippi. 
In fact neither of the principals was at the 
time in ring costume, nor in any manner 
prepared for a bare knuckle contest in four 
feet of water. 

HOW THE DIFFICULTY AROSE. 

The diMculty between Capt. Brolaski and 
Capt. Thorwegan has been brewing for some 
time past, and grew ost of the fact that each 
was managing an excursion boat. The com- 
petition between the two [for trade was 
lively and no point of advantage was ne- 


giected by either boat. 
Capt. Thorwegan, so Oapt. Brolaski says, 
objected serously to the Pargoud landing at 


the wharfboat at the foot of Locust street, 2 


claimed that Deputy Harbor Commis 


"sioner Peter Wirte was showing Brolaski 


some partiality in the matter. 

The Pargoud, however, has continued to 
land at that wharfboat. Then another 
squabble arose between the two gallant 
river Captains which resulted in Oapt. Bro- 
laski preferring charges against Capt. Thor- 
wegan before the United States Inspector of 
violating the river pilot rules and regula- 
tion“. 

These charges are now being investigated 
by the United States Supérvisor. This morn- 
ingthe two captains, Deputy Harbor Com- 
missioner Wirts, Harry Brolaski, Jr., and 
geveral others were standing on the wharf 
boat. 

Capt. ‘Thorwegan, so Capt. Brolaski 
alleges, began to abuse Mr. Wirts. claiming 
that he was showing favoritism to the Far- 
goud. 

Thorwegan became so pronounced and em- 
phatie in bis declarations that Capt. Bro- 
saski went to Wirts’ rescue.

string of oaths, ordered his pilot to back on 
the outside and come ahead with the inside 
wheel, the intention being to cross our bows 
and beat us to North: Market street. 
Had the pilot obeyed the order there 
would surely have been a adtsastrous 
collision, and probably many lives would 
have been sacrificed. 

**Fortunately for all ot us and particularly 
for the hot headed Capt. Thorwegan, the 
pilot of the Grand Republic was Jewell Doug- 
lass, one of the best and most cautions pilots 
onthe Mississippi. He realized that if lhe 
obeyed orders both steamers would probably 
KO to the bottom, 80 he held 
his wheel with a firm grasp and 
surrendered tous therighitofway. but as it 
was, the Grand Repsebiic struck the Para- 
goud agiancing blow onthe port side, in- 
fictinga wound, but not deep enough to 
Gisable her,

CAPT. THORWEGAN’S STORY.

Hi face bore no bruises and his manner was 
quite unrumed although he stated that he 
had somewhat injured his dack when he 
plunged into the father of waters after his 
rival.

About 10 o’clock I went down on the 
wharfboatand sent for Capt. Brolaski., 
wanted to show himthe dite which the Par- 
goud had pulled in when she drew 
last night.

at the beginning of yesterday’s session of the 
State Convention what was then the Parlia- 
mentary statas of the Convention, Gov.

Committee; and last, the majority 
report itself, which contained a virtual 
declaration for free coinage on a basis of 16 
to 1; and yet, when the Convention voted on 
„the previeus question, only the Francis 
substitute was declared adopted, the Frost 
report being afterward rejected and the 
Bland platform adopted by separate votes, 
in the order stated. Thie fact and Gov. 
Stone's permission to Mr. Bland to speak to 
Gov. Francis’ substitute, while the previous 
question was still pending, were pointed out 
to-day as remarkable evidences of Mr. 
Stone’s zealin behalf of Mr. Bland’s Presi- 
dential boomlet. That three issues so diverse 
should be included under one head as to- 
gether constituting the previous question’’ 
is viewed by local parliamentarians as a de- 
cision of remarkable originality. Concern- 
ing the net results of the convention’s work, 
Gov. Francis said this morning:

The 
feeling of the convention on the subject 
was, in my opinion, expressed in the vote 
upon the substitute offered by myself, 
which declared in favor of bi-metal- 
lism, and in favor of the 
free and unlimited coinage of both gold aud 
silver, without diserimination against either 
metal, and without naming the ratio, i was 
pleased by that vote, and was not surprised 
by the subsequent action of the convention.

„I have always had the most implicit con- 
fidence in that boy,’’ said the white-haired 
bank president to a reporter shortly after 
Hillegeist left the bank, and I cannot 
for the life of me understand the 
the cause ef his downfall. Hig habits have 
always been good and he has been entirely 
free from the fast ways that cause so many 
young men to start on the downward path. 
His mother tells me that he has been a faith- 
fal son all his life and that most of Dis even- 
ings have been spent in her 
company at home. 1 cannot learn 
that he has had any fast 
associates and I do act think that he had led 
anything Dut a strictly moral lire. 

asked Hillegeist what he did with the 
money he took from the bank and his reply 
was that he had used the rest to pay some 
obligations of hisown. Ithink he must have 
been suffering fromjaberration of the mind 
at the time, and I am half inclined to exctise 
his misconduct and attribute it to the illness 
from which he Has deen recently 
suffering. The boy has beea 
sick for weeks with malaria.or something 
akin to it, and although attending to his 
duties at the bank, his weak condition caused 
by his illness may have been responsible 
for his dishonesty. There certainly was no 
necessity for him to steal, for so great was 
my confidence in his integrity that I would 

adly have loaned him more than the amount 

® took had he come to me and told me of his 
embarrassment. The comparatively small 
amount of his defalcation also con- 
vinces me that he did not mean to 
be dishonest for the position he occupied 
would have made it possibie for him to take 
many thousands of dollars had he been so 
inclined.’’

MILES III ES OF DI DEAD SHEEP. 


Result of the new, Nas and Wind im 
Califernia. 


Sonora, Cal., May 17.—The snow, rein and 
wind that prevailed in the Sierra Nevada 
foothills during Monday, :.Tuesday and 
Wednesday was very disastrous to the sheep 
industry. The road from Sonora up to 
Strawberry Station, thirty-two,miles,is lined 
with dead sheep. 

The storm was unusually severe for this 
time of the year, and the sheep,having been 
sheared before entering the country, were in 
an unfit condition to meet such weather. Up 


to this date some 40,000 sheep have entered 
this country en route for the mountain 
ranges, and,as al) were caught in the as

them have perished. 


Thousands of Sheep Frozen to Death. 

Freswo, Cal., May 17.—The returns from 
the mountains are beginning to come, and 
show that the loss to sheepmen on account 
of Monday’s storm is far greater than at 
first stated. At one place 4,000 sheep were 
frounad frozen to death in one heap 
where they had tried to find shelter among 
the trees. The snow was two feet deep 
on top of them. There are thousands of 
sheep further back in the mountains and 
they cannot be reached on account of snow. 
There is hardly a possibility that they can 
be saved. Iftney were not frozen to death 
during the storm they will die of starvation 
before the snow melts:
